aul Lamoreaux is used to answering the 
P question “Where am I?” and he does it 
by setting up triangles in the sky. 

Lamoreaux, real estate and right-of- 
way engineer for BART, devotes his time to 
pinpointing the exact locations of property 
lines. He is frequently called upon to give 
expert testimony in legal proceedings as to 
where one property ends and another be- 
gins. 

He uses a state-of-the-art piece of sur- 
veying equipment that lets him practice the 
ancient art of triangulation to locate his 
position, but instead of taking readings on 
an object in the distance, he makes use of 
signals from four satellites orbiting in space 
hundreds of miles out from the earth. 

“They’re the same satellites that are 
used by submarines and other vessels at sea,” 
Lamoreaux explains.

K eith Bernard, who announced his res- 
ignation as BART’s General Manager 
late last year, spent his last day on the job on 
April 30. 

The 50-year-old Bernard had filled 
BART’s top management post since Janu- 
ary, 1979, and prior to that had been in 
charge of planning, budgeting and research 
He first came to work for the District ir 
1970. 

During his tenure the District improved 
its record of on-time performance, boosted 
passenger miles and brought its operating 
ratio to the 50 percent level. 

Bernard oversaw the District’s capacity 
expansion program, initiated a joint devel- 
opment project and guided the regional 
extension program. 

In a message to all BART employees, 
Bernard paid tribute to everyone with whom
